DIRECTIONS. 

IN  all  Biliary  Obstructions  it  is  very  proper  to  observe, 
that  the  body  should  be  kept  constantly  open ; and  for  ac- 
complishing this,  soluble  tartar,  magnesia,  wheys,  butter- 
milk, ripe  fruits  before  dinner,  roasted  apples  the  first  thing, 
fasting  two  hours  after  eating  them,  are  extremely  proper. 
Should  these,  however,  fail  of  producing  the  desired  effect, 
either  the  following  decoction,  or  pills  may  be  taken® 


THE  DECOCTION. 

TAKE  of  the  fresh  roots  and  leaves  of  dandelion  sliced 
small,  three  ounces ; of  dried  Zante  currants,  one  ounce  ;fet 
tlie  dandelion  and  currants  be  well  washed ; of  senna  leaves, 
half  an  ounce : Boil  these  ingredients  in  three  pints  of  water, 
till  reduced  to  two;  strain  off  the  decoction  into  a bottle  for 
use  ; add  to  every  quart  two  ounces  of  the  best  brandy.  * A 
teacupful  of  this  gentle  opening  medicine  may  be  taken 
every  night  and  morning,  and  may  be  repeated  more  fre- 
quently, if  necessary. 


THE  OPENING  PILLS . 


TAKE  of  Castile  soap,  two  drams ; of  powdered  jalap* 
one  dram  and  half ; of  vitriolated  tartar  and  rhubarb,  each 
one  dram ; of  oil  of  juniper,  fifty  drops  ; let  the  rhubarb, 
jalap,  tartar,  be  in  fine  powder.— The  powders  and  the  soap 
should  be  beat  well  together ; then  add  the  oil ; and  with 
the  mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  a sufficient  quantity,  make 
them  into  pills.  Half  a dram  of  the  mass  will  make  eight 
pills  of  a moderate  size. 

Four,  five  or  six  of  these  pills  will  generally  prove  a 
sufficient  purge.  For  keeping  body  gently  open,  one  or  two 
may  be  taken  night  and  morning  with  good  effect,  as  occasion 
requires. 


REGIMEN. 

To  assist  the  operation  of  the  Powders,  such  kind  of 
exercise  as  chear  the  spirits  and  promote  circulation  are 
essential ; and  such  diet  should  be  resorted  to  as  is  nutritive 
in  its  quality,  and  has  been  experienced  by  the  patient  to 
agree  the  best  with  the  stomach.  Care  should  at  the  same 
time  be  taken  to  avoid  high  seasoned  meats,  sauces, 
pastry,  &c. 

It  would  also  be  highly  conducive  to  the  good  effect  of 
the  Medicine,  as  well  as  the  re-establishment  and  preserva- 
tion of  health,  were  suppers  totally  avoided,  or  that  they 
consisted  only  of  what  is  light  and  easy  of  digestion,  and 
taken  soon  in  the  evening. — Early  going  to  rest,  which  is 
particularly  recommended,  as  essential  to  procure  sound,  re- 
freshing, and  invigorating  sleep,  would  contribute  to  early 
rising,  and  by  these  means  render  the  body  alert  and  active; 
being  thus  prepared  and  qualified  to  receive  all  the  advantages 
of  medical  aid,  peculiar  benefit,  the  most  salutary  effects, 
will  result  from  using  the  Powders. 

When  any  foulnesssof  the  Stomach  is  indicated  by  retch- 
ing, sick  head-ach,  or  other  symptoms,  it  will  be  advisable 
to  give  a gentle  emetic,  consisting  of  from  fifteen  to  thirty 
grains  of  Ipecacoanha,  the  evening  preceding  the  first  admi- 

nistra- 


sMstration'of  the  powder.  And  it  is  necessary  that  a distinc- 
tion should  be  attended  to  for  children,  both  with  respect  to 
the  emetic,  when  necessary,  and  the  Powders,  according  tQ 
their  age  and  constitution. 

The  Powder  itself  must  be  taken  upon  an  empty  stomachy 
having  been  previously  mixed,  the  night  before,  with  the 
pulps  of  roasted  Apples  while  hot;  nor  must  any  kind  of  suste- 
nance be  taken,  upon  any  consideration , for  six  hours  followings 
when  a little  light  food  and  moderate  exercise  may  be  allowed. 
Roasted  Apples  are  the  most  proper  vehicle  in  which  the 
Powder  can  be  taken;  but  when  -these  are  absolutely  not  to  be 
obta  'ned  or  haw  lost  their  acidity,  the  best  substitutes  will  be 
formed  by  adding  a teaspoonful  of  Lemon  juice  to  either 
Treacle  or  Currant  Jellies,  Raspberry  Jams,  and  all  pre- 
serves of  a similar  nature. 

Half  a Powder  must  be  taken,  mixed  as  before  directed 
every  Morning  for  Four  successive  Days,  an  intermission  of 
Three  Mornings  may  then  take  place,  continue  in  this 
manner  till  a Cure  is  effected;  if  by  this  method,  the  symp- 
toms of  the  Complaint  should  be  increased,  the  same  quantity 
must  be  taken  every  other  Morning  without  intermission;  those 
Patients  whose  Symptoms  are  very  strong,  so  that  there 
may  be  reason  to  suspect  either  a Schirrous  Liver,  or  Calculi 
in  the  Gall-Bladder,  must  take  half  instead  of  a whole 
Powder,  until  the  violence  of  the  Disorder  does  abate  ; when 
thev  may  continue  as  already  mentioned.  To  Patients  of 
ve/y  delicate  Constitutions,  half  a Powder  must  be  pre- 
scribed, every  other  Morning,  and  if  found  necessary,  the 
time  of  fasting  after  it  may  be  reduced  from  Six  to  Four 
Hours. 

Persons  frequenting  or  inhabiting  Tropical  Climates,, 
who  use  the  Powders  as  a Preventive,  will  take  half  a Powder 
every  other  Morning,  and  abstain  from  eating  and  drinking 
four  Hours  after  ; at  the  same  time  using  the  necessary  means 
for  keeping  the  Body  gently  open.  But  those  who  are  un- 
happily reduced  to  the  dreadful  necessity  of  having  recourse 
to  the  Powder,  after  the  Yellow  Fever,  or  any  other  Putrid 
Disorder  incident  to  hot  Climates  shall  have  made  its  appearance , 
and  the  Contageon  probably  laid  hold  of  the  Constitution, 
must  take  half  a Powder  more  every  Two  Hours,  or  oftener  if 
necessary , in  the  manner  already  directed;  and  as  the  violence 
of  the  Symptoms  is  found  to  abate,  the  Powder  may  be  gra- 
dually 


dually  discontinued ; should  a favorable  Cricis  and  a total 
remission  of  the  Disorder  take  place,  the  best  mode  of  in- 
suring a perfect  re-establishment  of  health,  is  by  taking 
large  quantities  of  Bark  either  in  Substance  or  strong  Decoction , 
with  a generous  allowance  of  Red  Port  or  Madeira.
